Oklahoma.

Soldlers Busy Driving Settlers Back 
Into Kansas. 


A Brush Between Troops and a Band 
of Invaders.

Many Depredations Committed by 
Boomers in the Cherokee Strip 
* ~Cattlemen Uneasy at 
the Outlook. 


By Teélecraph to The Times. 

Sr. Lours, March 19.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The Republic special from 
Wichita says: The Oklahoma boomers, 
having fled to the woods upon the appear- 
ance of Lieut. Carson and a body of sol- 
diers, scouts were sent out to hunt them 
down, but instructed to not resort to viol- 
ence. In what is known as Crutch county, 
northeast of Oklahoma station, quite a 
large number of boomers had gathered 
around William Beck. Among the number 
were his daughter, a relative, Samuel An- 
derson and an old man named William 
Adams. Their property had been destroyed 
in a former raid. and they cherished bitter 
animosity against the troops. ‘Their hiding 
place was discovered by an Indian scout, 

and reported to Lieut. Carson, who sent a 
detachment after them. 

As soon as the boomers saw the 
coming they made preparations to 
their ground and protect themselves. 
When surrounded and called upon to sur- 
render, they began parleyiug and made 
threats which — — rated the soldiers, who 
charged the party, but seeing the boomers 
armed, and having orders to avoid a con- 
flict, they dismounted and "i an adroit

jieved of their arms. Anderson and 
— however, held out and made a desper- 
ate resistance with guns. The former re- 
ceived a terrible blow from the butt of a 
revolver and the latter was struck in the 
mouth. being disarmed the boomers 
fought — clubs ana stones, but were soon 
com to surrender.

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MR. MOODY'S GOOD-BY SERMON 
LAST NIGHT. 


He Preaches Upon the Shortest Text 


in the Bible—“God Is Love”—The 
Difference Between a Sinner and 
His Sin. 


Before 7 o’clock last night Hazard’s 
Pavilion was crowded to overflowing, 
and it was impossible for a single ad- 
ditional person to get inside of the 
immense building. There were hun- 
dreds of people hanging about each 
door to the hall, and the ushers had a 


hard time of it in keeping them from 


breaking the doors down. The report- 
ers have been in the habit of going to 
the back door some time after the front 
doors were closed, and the ushers 
would let them in, but last night 
the ushers had contrarywise been 
charged, and the reporters’ door was 
guarded by a littl man who 
had made up his mind to let no one in, 
and when a Herald and a Times man 
showed up, he refused to admit them, 


and sent for a squad of police officers. 
Finally one of the old ushers came to 
the door and escorted the scribes to 
another door when they had no trouble 
in being admitted. 

There must have been over 6000 peo- 
ple in the hall, for every seat was oc- 
cupied and standing room was at a

Before beginning his sermon Mr.

DOES AMERICAN FARMING PAY? 


Many of late have begun to question 
whether American farming is a profit- 
able industry. Dr. George B. Loring 
contributes a valuable letter on this 
subject to the March number of the 
North American Review. 

Dr. Loring finds the law of this vast 


crops which are adapted to a local 
market, and the occupation of land 
lying near that market. This law is 
not yet universal, but it applies to all 
the older sections of the eountry, and 
goes with diversified industries. where- 
ever they create large cities and 
towns. Itisin regions where industry 
is diversified that farm lands reach 
the greatest value. Thus in New 
York State land is valued at 
$44.41 per acre, in Massachusetts at 
$50.27 per acre, in New Jersey 
at $65.16 per acre, in Illinois 
at $31.87 per acre, in Wisconsin at 
$23.30 per acre. From such data Dr. 
Loring maintains that “farms com- 
mand good prices and are in good de- 
mand where an enterprising and busy 
population is engaged in diversified 
industry, and where a fertile soil 
yields a liberal crop; and they are in 
good demand because their cultivation 
is profitable. That there are unprofit- 
able farms in many of the States is 
evident from the fact that they are 
abandoned by their owners. But it is 
a striking fact also that even where 
the number of farms diminishes: the 
agricultural products increase as the 
cultivation is transformed to more 
kindly acres. Farms well selected, 
well manned, well cultivated, are al- 
ways profitable.”’

ments. In no portion of the world can 
so diversified a list of products be 
raised with profit. It is easier to tell 
what cannot than what can be grown 
here. Where farmers have failed to 
make money in this section, it will al- 
most invariably be, found that the 
fault lies with the farmer himself. 
Our tillers of the soil are too apt to be 
impatient. They are not satisfied to 
begin by raising what they consume, 
but expect to put so many acres into 
this or that crop, and clear a small for- 


There is no doubt that the man who 
will bring to Southern California east- 
ern thrift and patience,.as applied to 
farming, can make a good living from 
the start, and within comparatively 
few years have a comfortable compe- 
tency. 


SOME WATER. 


The mathematical editor of the 
Pasadena Union has made the follow- 
ing calculation of the amount of 
water that has descended upon Los 
Angeles county during the late rain- 
fall. Who says that tis is a dry sec- 
tion? 


Assuming the rainto have fallen te the 
uniform depth of eight inches in Los An 
les county, the total precipitation for the 
county, since last Tuesday morning, was 
38.924. 491. 161,600 cubic inches, ar 168,504,- 
290,748 galions. This vast volume ot water 
would fill a reservoir one mile square and 
two-thirds of a mile deep. The weight of 
this body of water would be 1,408,871.

here These cars, assuming each to be 
40 feet long, would constitute a train 206,- 
832 miles in length, or r ing more than 
ten and one-haif times: around the earth. 
As these figures represent only the rainfall 
of the past few days, or vp! a little more 
than one-third of the precipitation for the 
season, the respective amounts multiplied 
by three will represent the water supp y of 
Los Angeles county for the year. Our res- 
ervoir, one mile square, must then be in- 
creased toa depth of two miles to hold all 
the water that has fallen to date during the 
season of 1888-89.

Waterman has used none of 
the great powers which his office confers on 
him, to restrain the wild extravagance of 
the Legislature.
